Railro ad co mpany , that, all firms de­ 
pending upo n his co mpany fo r switch­ 
ing were no t charged the same rates 
fo r the serv ice. 
The co mmissio ners 
to o k this to mean that discriminatio n 
Is being sho wn by the Big Fo ur and 
that 
It 
is 
o ffering 
rebates 
in 
its 
charges. 
Prelim inary 
inquiry 
was 
made by the co mmissio ners into the 
rates o f the Big Fo ur fo r switching o n 
petitio n o f ten firms using the Big 
Fo ur switches o n the Chicago div isio n 
o f the ro ad between Sixteenth and 
Tw'enty -seco i.J streets. 
It was charg­ 
ed that the rate o f $1 a car was ex­ 
cessiv e, being twice that charged by 
o ther co mpanies.

Milwaukee co unty , charged with steal­ 
ing $14.000 belo nging to the Wisco nsin 
Rendering co mpany o f this city . 
At 
the same time indictments were re­ 
turned against fo ur o thers, the charge 
o f bribery being alleged in three o f 
the indictments and o ne o f perjury . 
The list o f perso ns fo r who m capiases 
were issued and the charges is as 
fo llo ws: 
Charles F. Pflster, capitalist, o ne 
indictment, larceny ; Jo hn F. Dittmar, 
fo rmerly superv iso r, o ne indictment, 
bribery ; Geo rge F. Reichert, superv i­ 
so r, o ne indictment embracing fo ur­ 
teen co unts, bribery ; Barney A, Eato n, 
state senato r, o ne indictment, bribery ; 
Frank F. Schultz, fo rmerly newspaper 
repo rter, o ne indictment, perjury . 
The tndictment against Mr. Pflster 
a'leges that o n March 30, 1901, the ac 
cused was bailee o f a large sum o f 
mo ney 
stated 
to 
be 
$14,000, 
said 
amo unt being placed in his hands and 
depo sited with him fo r the Wisco nsin 
Rendering co mpany fo r the purpo se o f 
o btaining fo r the Wisco nsin Rendering 
co mpany a large and v aluable co ntract 
fro m the city o f Milwaukee fo r the co l­ 
lecting, transpo rting and dispo sing o f 
garbage, and if no t so used and ex 
pended, to be returned to the Wisco n­ 
sin Rendering co mpany and no t hav 
ing been i:.;ed fo r the purpo se afo re­ 
said, and while he was bailee o f said 
sum did unlawfully , felo nio usly and 
fraudulently steal, take and carry and 
fraudulently co nv ert the same to his 
o wn use. 
The indictment caused a pro fo und 
sensatio n. 
Mr. Pflster is engaged in 
many o f the biggest enterprises o f 
Milwaukee. 
He is a directo r o f o ne 
o f the leading banks, o wns a large in 
terest in a big tannery , is pro prieto r 
o f a large ho tel and o wns o ne o f the 
leading newspapers o f the city . 
He 
has perhaps do ne as much as o r mo re 
than any o ther citizen o f Milwaukee in 
building up the city . 
Mr. Pflster issued a statem ent de­ 
claring that “the charge is abso lutely 
false and has no fo undatio n what­ 
ev er.” 
He sent a certified check fo r 
$10,000 to the clerk o f the co urt fo r 
his appearance when needed. 
The 
indictments against 
Reichert 
and Dittmar allege bribery in co nnec­ 
tio n with co unty “deals.” 
Senato r 
Eato n is charged with accepting a 
bribe in co nnectio n with a statio nary 
engineer's bill in the legislature. This 
last hatch o f indictments makes the 
to tal number so far returned by the 
present grand Jury 133.

Ho wev er the m atter must be decided 
and in do ing so Hie seller sho uld co n­ 
sider the expo rt ¡trade w ith fo reign 
co untries. 
It is an ev ident fact th at 
the U nited State« 
will 
hav e mo re 
wheat than she can use this y ear, and 
the o nly thing to be co nsidered is ho w 
much*o f o ur w heat w ill fo reign m a rk­ 
ets buy 
F irst Spain w ill need all o f the 
grain that can be im po rted into that 
co untry this y ear, because a regular 
famine has passed o v er th at land and 
no t eno ugh grain has been raised to 
feed o ne-third o f her peo ple. Seco ndly , 
E ngland and France are alw ay s w il­ 
ling to hav e w heat im po rted into their 
co untries as the grain acreage in these 
places are small in per cent, to the 
po pulatio n. 1 These facts are in fav o r 
to higher priced w heat, but the fo llo w ­ 
ing are no t. 
The U nited States w ill raise abo ut 
78,.10000,00 bushels o f w heat this y ear, 
and’a large am o unt o f it will be expo r­ 
ted, as it c m no t be nsed in this co un­ 
try . 
The A rgentine Republic lias been 
expo rting 335,000,000 bushels o f w heat 
ev ery week sine« * last Jan uary . 
No w 
tlie questio n which rem ains to be de ­ 
cided is, w ill tbe need o f w heat in 
so me fo reign 
co untries, be able to 
co unfceraet'tbe large am o unt *o f grain 
which has been raised in o thers? 
This 
questio n will undo ubtedly settle tbe 
m atter its to tlie higher price o f wheat. 
As it has been sai« l befo re in this 
article exjrerienced grain men differ as 
to their answ ers to this questio n, ami 
as a result m any w heat gro wers, who 
hav e sto re« I th eir grain, are at a lo ss 
to kno w w heather o r no t they hav e 
made a w’ise mo v e in do ing so .

cases the trustee has simply kept the 
money. 
There 
is one 
instance in

county, it is said, where a trustee m 
19 04 received $230 for railroad tax and 
never charged it on his books nor paid 
it to his supervisors. 
In cases where 
th ektownship trustees took the contract 
they have informed the supervisors 
that they would ex pend the money for 
road supplies and not for teams and 
labor, and have been able to get the 
supervisors* 
receipts, 
which 
were 
turned 
over to the railroads. 
The 
supervisors saw th at 
road 
supplies 
were furnished right along and natur 
ally supposed th at they were being 
bought, w ith the money paid by the 
railroad companies, when in realitv 
the trustee was buying the supplies 
from tlie tow nship road fund.

company shall either pay cash to the 
county treasurer for its road work in 
the county or shall contract to have the 
work done and receive the receipt for 
the work from the roa» l sujiervisor.

States government take control of the 
yellow fever situation in New Orleans. 
The president 
directed the surgeon 
general to take every step in his pow­ 
er to meet the situation in New Or­ 
leans. 


1 
New Orleans. Aug. 5.—With no In­ 
tention of adm itting the fever situa­ 
tion to be beyond control, but in the 
hope of reviving confidence here and 
elsewhere in the South, official and 
business interests nave decided to 
send a request to President Roosevelt 
to have the United States government 
assume full charge of the struggle now 
in progress to wipe out yellow fever 
from New Orleans and Louisiana. The 
public approves the action taken. 
Ex ­ 
pectation is that within the'nex t two 
days Surgeon General Wyman, with 
all the resources of the government, 
will be enlisted actively In the cam­ 
paign. 
The action taken was the result of 
a meeting 
at the cotton ex change. 
President A. Brit tin presided. 
There 
were present Mayor Benrman. Chair­ 
man Janvier of the citizens’ commit­ 
tee, President Souchon of the state 
board of heal.h, President Kohnke of 
the city board of health, representa­ 
tives of each of tne ex changes and 1 
commercial bodies. Surgeon White of * 
the marine hospital service, and a 
number of representative citizens. 
All of these participated in the dis­ 
cussion. 
It was the concensus of 
opinion that if the government control 
was resolved upon there would be an 
immediate restoration of confidence 
throughout Louisiana and the other 
states in the South where there has 
been criticism of the local authorities 
for not sooner making public the ex ist­ 
ence of tfie fever. It was also the be­ 
lief of those present that General Wy­ 
man would be able to aend a force of 
physicians to New urieans thoroughly 
equipped for the handling of the yel­ 
low fever situation, because of their 
ex perience in Cuba. Mex ico and at 
different points In the United States, 
and that the government would have 
the facilities for enforcing a scientific 
campaign not possessed by the local 
authorities. 
When the local officers 
first took charge of the situation ft 
was confidently hope« that the fever 
could be stamped out with a reasona­ 
ble delay, but the progress has not 
been as ex pected, ant. so frightened 
have U, .« m e the people in the South 
over the increase in the number of 
eases that New Orleans is threatened 
with a serious paralysis of her trade 
by reason of the radical quarantines 
that are now being instituted.
